Gov.  Lehman  names  Rabbi  Steinberg 
Chaplain  of  State  Guard 

A  signal  honor  has  come  to  the  Rabbi  of 
our  congregation  in  his  appointment  by  Gov¬ 
ernor  Herbert  Lehman  as  Divisional  Chaplain 
of  the  New  York  Guard.  Rabbi  Steinberg 
was  named  to  the  armed  forces  of  our  State 
with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel.  He  is 
the  first  Jewish  Chaplain  to  have  been  assign¬ 
ed  to  the  State  Guard.  His  colleagues  are — 
for  the  Protestant  Church,  Dr.  Henry  Darling¬ 
ton  of  the  Church  of  Heavenly  Rest,  and  for 
the  Catholic  Church,  Father  John  Tynan  of 
Fordham  University. 

In  his  capacity  as  Divisional  Chaplain  it 
will  be  the  responsibility  of  Rabbi  Steinberg 
together  with  his  colleagues  to  supervise  all 
religious  activities  of  the  17,000  officers  and 
men  of  the  New  York  Guard  and  to  designate 
regimental  chaplains  wherever  vacancies 
exist  or  come  into  being.  It  will  also  be  Rabbi 
Steinberg's  duty  to  offer  religious  ministra¬ 
tion  to  the  Jewish  men. 

The  officers  of  the  congregation  have  given 
their  permission  to  Rabbi  Steinberg  to  be  free 
from  congregational  duties  for  whatever  time 
his  new  obligations  require.  It  would  appear 
that  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  be  able  to  continue 
normal  routines  of  synagogue  life  uninterrup¬ 
ted,  that  his  heaviest  responsibilities  will  fall 
during  the  summer  months  of  intensive  train¬ 
ing.

Other  Appointments 

During  recent  months  several  national  or¬ 
ganizations  have  appointed  Rabbi  Steinberg 
to  positions  of  responsibility  in  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  their  affairs.  Thus,  Rabbi  Steinberg 
has  just  been  named  by  Mr.  Henry  Monsky, 
National  President  of  B'nai  B'rith,  as  a  Com¬ 
missioner  of  the  Hillel  Foundations.  The  Com¬ 
missioners  of  the  Hillel  Foundation  supervise 
and  direct  all  the  Hillel  work  on  many  cam¬ 
puses  throughout  the  country. 

Rabbi  Steinberg  has  been  named  to  the 
Publications  Committee  of  the  Jewish  Publi¬ 
cation  Society  of  America;  to  the  Committee 
on  Army  and  Navy  Religious  Activities  of  the 
Jewish  Welfare  Board;  to  the  Public  Rela¬ 
tions  Section  of  the  Emergency  Committee  on 
Zionist  Affairs.  In  the  last  capacity  Rabbi 
Steinberg  is  assigned  to  the  task  of  communi¬ 
cating  to  the  Christian  clergy  informations  re¬ 
levant  to  Zionism  and  in  evoking  from  them 
a  sympathetic  response  to  the  Zionist  pro¬ 
gram.

The  Synagogue  Council  of  America  sends 
greetings  to  the  Jews  of  America  and  to  the 
Jews  of  the  world  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Passover  festival,  which  celebrates  the  first 
triumph  of  freedom  over  slavery  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  Israel. 

This  year  the  Passover  brings  both  a  chal¬ 
lenge  and  a  promise.  It  challenges  Jews, 
side  by  side  with  their  fellow  citizens  in  the 
freedom-loving  peoples  of  the  world,  to  break 
the  chains  of  servitude  which  modern  Pha¬ 
raohs  have  welded  upon  countless  millions;

The  memory  of  the  Passover  strengthens  us 
for  the  task  ahead,  as  we  gird  ourselves  for 
the  life  and  death  struggle  that  shall  assure 
the  safety  and  the  preservation  of  a  free  hu¬ 
manity.  It  inspires  us  with  the  confidence 
that,  despite  initial  reverses,  the  final  triumph 
of  the  cause  of  liberty  will  inevitably  crown 
our  sacrifices. 

We  of  the  people  of  Israel,  who  have  cher¬ 
ished  our  liberating  experience  from  Egypt 
since  the  days  of  Moses  and  from  year  to 
year  have  retold  the  story  of  this  redemption 
to  our  children,  will  never  surrender  the  hope 
of  freedom.  Our  deep-rooted  conviction  that 
the  Exodus  from  Egypt  was  the  start  of  Lib¬ 
erty's  march  through  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  world  will  help  us  to  bear  courageous¬ 
ly  with  our  fellows  in  the  armed  ranks  of 
the  United  Nations,  whatever  burdens  and 
afflictions  may  come  to  us. 

With  faith  in  God,  with  confidence  in  the 
victory  of  God  over  evil,  and  with  readiness 
to  answer  every  call  for  sacrificial  service, 
we  turn  our  hopes  and  our  prayers  toward 
the  future.

The  Music  of  Adir  Hu 

The  melody  of  Adir  Hu  dominates  not  only 
the  music  of  our  Seder  service  but  also  that 
of  the  liturgy  at  services  in  the  Synagogue. 
The  following  are  some  historic  notices  on 
the  origin  of  the  melody. 

This  well  known  tune  underwent  several 
variations  until  it  finally  attained  its  present 
form.  We  have  its  oldest  form  printed  in  a 
Hagaddah  of  1644  and  a  second  form  in  1677 
by  the  convert  F.  A.  Christian  in  his  Hagad¬ 
dah  "Zevach  Pesach."  A  third  version  ap¬ 
peared  in  1769,  with  a  Jewish-German  trans¬ 
lation  added.  The  tune  also  found  its  way 
into  the  Southern  French  Jewish  communities. 
The  Bavarian  version  of  Adir  Hu  has  still 
retained  the  form  which  originated  in  the 
Seventh  Century.  The  characteristics  of  the 
melody  as  we  now  sing  it  is  decidedly 
German,  though  no  identical  German  tune 
has  yet  been  found.  There  are  however 
many  German  songs  which  feature  the  Adir 
Hu  motifs,  among  them  ''Maria's  cradlesong" 
of  1544  and  the  "Song  of  the  Pilgrims"  of 
1537. 


The  Synagogue  is  preparing 
an  Honor  Roll  of  its  young  men 
in  the  Armed  Service  of  our 
country.
